The matter reached its climax 
when Attorney - General Luc en 
Maynard spoke- last week .charging 
Mr. Breckeu would have reser¬ 
vations about repeating some of 
his statements uhder oath The 
Conservatives perhaps will have an 
opportunity to make them under 
oath in court, Mr. Maynard said, 
because he (the utterney-genera! • 
served The Edmonton Journal 
notice of intention to take civil 
court action for libel under the 
federal Defamation Act. 

His solicitors, he told the legis¬ 
lature, checked nn editorial, en¬ 
titled, "Mr. Maynard's Position,’ 
carried by The Journal on Satur¬ 
day, March 5, and advifvd him to 
take action. 

In connection with a judicial in¬ 
quiry, the attorney-general said 
"He would depose it on the grounds 
Mr. Becken had over-elaborated 
the preamble of.the resolution call¬ 
ing for the inquiry. The Conserv- 
ments in the legislature wh-ch 
atives, he said, had made state¬ 
ments and charges in the legis¬ 
lature which rightly would have 
been the subject matter of the in- 
qu ry and, although his position 
probably would be misunderstood, 
he was opposing’"'!!!-? proposal.
